Stevens Point Journal: 
"The mer- 


chants of Stevens Point have for sev- 
eral years enjoyed a good trade with 
the people of the town of Rudolph, 
Wood county. 
The farmers of that 


town like to briii^ their produce to 
this city, where they can at all times 
^et the highest market price in cash 
tor whatever they have to sell, where 
as if they go to Grand Rapids they 
have to take at least part of the price 
of their loads in "store pay." The 
Rudolph people and others residing in 
that vicinity, also like to do their 
trading here, where there are at all 
times large and elegant slocks to se- 
lect from. To this mutual interchange 
between the people of that town and 
the city, however, there has been one 
serious drawback. 
A portion of Un- 


read near the city has never been pro- 
perly improved" for the passage of 
loaded teams. This condition of af- 
fairs has Icng been complained of and 
we are pleased to note that it is now 
to be remedied. The road is to be un- 
proved. A portion of the expense is 
to be borne by people living on the 
road, a portion by the town of Lin- 
wood and the balance by subscription 
among the businessmen of the "city. 
This is something that should have 
been done long ago, and it is hoped 
that the improvement will be made at 
once, preparatory to the fall trade. 
The people of Rurtolph want to come 
here and we want to have them come." 


The above may have been true of 


the condition of affairs some years 
ago, but not of the way they exist 
today. The "store pay" period has 
become a thing of the past with sev- 
eral of our merchants and there is no 
doubt that the rest will fall in line. 
The custom of paying1 farmers in mer- 
chandise originated at a time when 
gold and silver as mediums of ex- 
change were not so plentiful as they 
are today and trade of all kinds was 
carried on so universally by this 
method of trust and pay in merchan- 
dise that it became more or less of a 
fixed habit and one that was hard for 
the merchants to throw off. Another 
thing that perpetuated the habit was 
the fact that the merchant considered 
that if he bought the farmer's produce 
he was entitled to the farmer's trade 
in return, which was no more than 
reasonable. 


All the farmers that have been in- 


terviewed on the subject state that 
they would rather trade at Grand Rap- 
ids than at Stevens Point, the only 
objection being that they had felt 
called on to take a part of their pay 
in merchandise. 
Now that this ob- 


jection has been removed, we doubt 
very much if they are worring about 
the condition of the road to Stevens 
Point. 


As to the large and elegant stpcks 


of goods to select from it is entirely 
probable that the selection in Grand 
Rapids will meet the requirements of 
the average person in tins locality, be 
he either farmer or a resident of the 
city and as to the price, the local mer- 
chants claim they 
are selling at a 


closer margin than the Stevens Point 
merchants, and have done so for a 
number of years. It is entirely prob- 
able that if the matter were investi- 
gated it would be found that if 
the 


tanners come to Grand Rapids instead 
of Stevens Point it is because they 
wain to, not on account of any little 
stretch of bad roai! that may exist in 
the neighborhood ot the latter town.

city were confirmed. The game war- 
den did not reveal his business, how- 
ever, but represented himself to be a. 
n-oduce buyer. Acting in this capa- 
:ily he formed the acquaintance of the 
chief of police and talked hunting with 
that individual until he got enthusias- 
tic and told the warden that he and a 
friend had killed twelve chickens on 
Sunday last, the chief having bagged 
nine of the birds and his friend three. 
Mr. Pfeifer was naturally interested in 
this information and gladly 
accom- 


panied Mr. Goult to look at his hunt- 
ng dog and to get an introduction to 
the friend who had assisted in killing 
the birds. This gentleman also told 
enthusiastically of the mint and ad- 
mitted killing three of the chickens. 
No arrests were made until Wednes- 
day night as Mr. Pfeifer was in hopes 
of spotting others in the town who 
were guilty of the same offense, but 
they were cither too smooth or else 
had been reported against falsely, and 
he did not succeed in capturing them 
nor in getting an admission of guilt 
from them.

fruit trees, mainly apples, should be 
planted iu wide or narrow rows. There 
are many growers who have worked on 
the-iude. row_plnn, that is, the wide 
row running east and west of. the or- 
chard, and

desirable. 


There are several reasons 
why 
this 


method of planting is desirable, but the 
main one is that planted in this way 
tbe trees have more sunlight when they 
reach large size, and sunlight means an 
increased crop and a better one. As a 


trees are set much further 


up the phosphoric acid in tlie soil and

I 
i-inibl not afford to own pastures of that 
kind, and so I overstocked it to make 
both ends meet. I made up my mind 
to own less and better stock, and this 
change in no time made a great im- 
provement in my pastures. I soon saw 
that a growth of grass covered the pas- 
lurnes in dry weather when 
all 
the 


range in short pastures was burned.

HUMAN FINGER PRINTS. 


There Are Possible Drawbacks to Tlicir 


Value in Identification. 


The constancy of human finger prints 


has chiefly been discussed in connec- 
tion with the identification of criminals. 
Assuming that the evidence of linger 
prints is to be admissible in criminal 
proceedings,'-it will be not only neces- 
sary to prove that In the case of the 
same man the finger prints remain un- 
altered, but that no two persons have 
Identical finger prints. 
When- is the 


evidence of this-V 


There are propably 1,500,000,000 men 


and women on the earth. Cau we sup- 
pose that uo two of these have identical 
finger prints? 
Nor indeed is this all. 


We may be comparing the finger prints 
of a living man with those of one who 
has been dead for years past, and the 
doctrine of heredity might lead us !o 
expect to find similar linger prints in 
the case of parents and children aud of 
different children of the same parents. 
It is, at all events, certain that if this 
linger print system were once intro- 
duced iuto our courts of justice there 
would be any amount of wrangling as 
to whether they were identical or only 
similar—experts 
contradicting 
each 


other and -involving the whole subject 
in confusion. 


Moreover, 
professional 
criminals 


would probably soon find some mode of 
altering their finger prints. 
No doubt 


if the person who committed a crime— 
a murder, for example—has left the Im- 
print of his fingers on anything it may 
prove an iniporl'aut clew, but the same 
thing may be said of the imprint of his 
boots or shoes. Hut a clew is one tliiii" 
and a proof.is another thing. 


Let me point out another difficulty. in 


a country where there are a large num- 
ber of criminals whose linger prints arc 
colleci'.'d. the number of these will soon 
bo very large, llnw long would it take 
to examine this collection in order to 
find out whether any of them corre- 
sponded accurately with 
the 
linger 


prints of tho man who is now accused? 
The task would. I think, be a hopeless 
one. 


That finger prints may be important 


in I he deleclini! of crime whenever tho 
criminal has left tho print of his lin- 
gers behind him I do not. dispute, but 
without much sironger evidence than 
we now possess that, no two persons 
have 
tindistinguishable finger prints 


such evidence Otidit never to be per- 
mitted to outweigh what appeared to 
be a tolerably satisfactory alibi.- 
Knowledge.

Cfaief of Police or Plainfield 


Hi» !VXi»»ioa on. E»rtlx 


On Thursday John A. Goult, Chief 


of police of the city of Plainfield aa<l 
Mox H. Doenitz of the same place were 
brought to this city bv Deputy Game 
Warden Pfeifer and taken before Jus- 
tice Cooper on a charge of killing- 
prairie chickens out of "season. 
The 


two men pleaded guilty to the charge 
aad the judge made it" 510 and costs, 
amounting to 513 each. 


Mr. Pfeifer has been in the city dur- 


ing the past two weeks trying 'to lo- 
cate the parties \vl_o have been in the 
habit of killing s-ame illegally and al- 
though only a few knew what "his busi- 
ness was here, it was impossible to lo- 
cate any offenders 
in" this locality. 


Complaints had come in. however, that 
parties from Plainfield had been in 
the habit of shooting chickens out of 
season o.i-the Bucua. 
southeast of this city. Mr. Pfeife^ 
went to Plainfield on Monday and 
here the reports that had reache'd this 
city were confirmed. The game war- 
den did not reveal his busiaess, how- 
ever, but represented himself to be a 
produce buyer. Acting in this capa- 
city he formed the acquaintance of the 
chief of police and talked hunting with 
that individual until he got enthusias- 
tic and toM the warden that be and a 
friend had killed twelve chickens on 
Sunday last, the chief having bagged 
nine of the birds aad his f riena t'tiree, 
Mr. Pfeifer was naturally interested in 
this information and gladly accom- 
panied Mr. Goult to look at his hunt- 
ing dog and to get an introduction to 
the friend who had assisted in killing 
the birds. This gentleman also told 
enthusiastically of the nunt and ac- 
-mitted killing-three of"the-chickens. 
Xo arrests were made until Wednes- 
day night as Mr. Pfeifer was in hopes 
of spotting others in the town who 
were guilty of the same offense, but 
they were either too smooth or else 
had been reported against falsely, and 
he did aot succeed ia capturing them 
nor iu getting aa admission of guilt 
from them. 


The consteraation of Messrs. Goult 


and Doenitz can better be imagined 
than described \vhea they were placed 
under arrest and found that the man 
whom they had taken into their confi- 
dence was one of the state game war- 
den. They accompanied the warden 
to this 
city 
and 
paid their fine 


without a murmur aad have reason to 
congratulate themselves that it did 
aot cost them any more. Mr. Doenitz 
claimed that this"was his first offense, 
which xvas probably true, but it oniy 
illustrates that the" best way to keep 
out of the clutches of the "law is to 
avosd breaking it.
